18 REAL BSTATR OVERTAXED? 
The Legislative committee which has 
reported the first of « series of bills intsnded 
to distribute more equally the burden of tax- 
ation has not been able to free itself from 
the delusion that the first stef-in tax re- 
forti is to lighteti the load on féal estate, 
Various schemes Having this in view have 
beén repeatedly proposed: The Btate As- 
séssors, last Winter, présséd a plan for re- 
lieving the iand of all State taxés. by put- 
ting those upon corporations, and the May- 
or of Brooklyn, in his Message of January 
last, seemed to be affected by the same 
error. Nothing, hs said, would do more 
to stimulate. the local labor market 
and build up waste places than to still 
further reduce the tax rate; it is not good 
policy that ‘practically real: estate is ex- 
pected to support the whole burden. of our 
local Government,” and 6, thereford, pro- 
posed a varied scheme of license taxes on 
vehicles and certain occupations, with spe- 
cial taxes upon store-keepers and -profes- 
sional mén, apparetitly Gn’ the theory that 
by a more complex ‘taxation real estate 
might bé felieved. Thé progress made in 
enlightening even legislators about the real 
nature of taxation is discouragingly slow, 
It is, perhaps, literally true, as the Brooklyn 
Mayor siys, that “real estate is expected 
to support the whole burdeh of our jocal 
Government,” but such expectation, though 
he seems to share it, is mistaken, neverthe- 
less. It hab no better foundation than has 
that venerable old delusion that the rate of 
interest needs to be, or can be, regulated by 
statute, It maybe that the real estate owner 
winces when. the tax rate rises, and that 
the man who owns nothing and rents a 
house—more ' emphatically, if he bosrds— 
felicitates hinisélf that he escapes taxation. 
Both are mistaken. The cominon expres- 
sion, ‘' tax-payers,” used to denote the prop- 
erty-owners who have to visit the Tax Col- 
lector’s-offiee; is deceptive: Let it be dis- 
tinstly understood that everybody not sup- 
ported at the public cost is a tax-payér. His 
circumstances and his grade as to wealth 
do. not. affect the casé; everybody 
pays taxes according to his ¢onsump- 
tion, and does so. every. time he pays 
for any ptirchasable thing: The iniporter 
of merchandise does: not pay the duties— 
they fall on all who. use the goods finally. 
No more does the property-owner pay all 
the taxes laid upon him; all beyohd his own 
share he distributes to others: Legislation 
might, perhaps, be treed from mnth éfror 
if this one findamental economic truth 
could be printed in large chatacters and 
hung about the neck of every legislator in 
the land :: The consumer pays all empenses. - 
Waiving the justices and feasibility of 
vorporation and other discriminating taxes, 
we urge ab present only this proposition : 
Taxes irtosistibly, although almost invisibly, 
diffuse themselves. Hence, areal estate tax, 
were there no other forinally laid, could ‘not

Thistead of heaping anath- 
emag upon all scienés and philosophy, he 
lately exhorted his ministers. to méet 
speculation with,spesulation, to confotind 
evolutionists and positivists. and rational- 
ists by dialectics and casuistry, taking 
THomas Aquinas as their model.. -'This ad- 
vite is caleulatéed to’ make “herétics laugh 
rather than tremble, but there is &t loast 
fairness and candor in it. So, in con- 
demning what seem to him grievous er- 
rors in regard to the doctrine of mar 
tiage and divorce, he. does. not curse .those 
who hold them: Indeed; he charitably sug- 
festa that the résponsibility should. be 
placed pon thé brosd shoulders of the 
muach-enduring enemy of the human tace, 
whose unusual activity of late is. causing 
many to watider in darkness.

They aré quietly introdtised, and até some- 
times favorably reported ‘before their éxist- 
ence becomes generally known: It is cer- 
tain that there has been no public demand 
for them; and that they are not calculated 
to iiéet any recognized nebd: Ond of this. 
character now petiding in the Assembly, 
where. it has been’ favorably . reported 
by the Committe on Public Education;

selecting School Tristees and members of the 
Board of: Education in this City. It isa 
sound général principle that radical shatizes 
in thé constitution of administrative bodies 
should not be made without very clear and 
valid reasots, aiid this applies with petuliar 
force to thé composition of those which 
have charge of public instrddtion.

If there are defects in its working, they are 
not'.due tothe principle bis futs which it is 
constituted. 

The new bill proposes, for. no good reason 
shown, to upset: this arfangement. and re- 
verse the process of selection.

ers of the Board of Education; three being 
chosen in each of the eight school districts.
